several deaths at Nogoles, on the Sonpra 
line, where no ^quarantine relations exist. 
The Governor states that unless quarantine 
regulations are enforced along the Sonora 
boundary, yellow fever is liablo to prevail 
in Arizona to an alarming extent. 


Advices from Brownsville, Tex., state that 


tlie fever is still the reigning terror at M:i- 
xatlan Mex. Every house is a hospital. .No 
account of tlie number of deaths can be ob- 
tained, as they are beyond counting, and 
tho mortality is hundreds dully.
